A Few Interesting Points About 
Poisons and Post Mortems. 


The Defense Not Materially Strength- 
ened by His Evidence. 


Maxwell’s Appearance in Court To-Day— 
He Refuses to Be Interviewed—The Ex- 
humation of Preller—Scenes in the 
Ceurt-Reom To-Day. 


The manner of the defendantin the Prellar 
case has undergone a change. His chipper 
flilppancy has given place to seriousness. His 
easy assurance is fast vanishing under the 
load of self-confessed weakness and disgrace, 
and even his inordinate vanity was chipped by 
the merciless probe of Circuit Attorney Clover. 

The ordeal must have been a terrible one 
which could touch the prisonec’s 1 and 
it was. 

The weak pointsin his record ai in his 
story of the killing were dragged out to light 
and were flirted in his face, until in sheer des- 
peration he collapsed and fell on the handiest 
refuge of a treacherous memory. 

A weak memory was the alternate from a 
vigorous imagination. 

His own attorneys had led him over a waste 
of quicksand where he plunged and floundered 
heiplessly and pitiably. The last support was 
knocked from under his feet,and he was over- 
whelmed by the corruption of his own wretched 
past. 

There never was a finer illustration of what 
a record is worth. 

The furies of frand and falseness faced the 
man in the crisis of his life and lashed 
and hounded him to the scaffold. When the 
dramatic close of the cross-examiner was 
reached, there was not a soul 
in the court-room who did not 
look upon the prisoner asa doomed man and 
and justly doomed. The faces of the jury 
seemed to wear the expression of men who 
have practically made up their minds and who 
have an unpleasant duty to perform. 

The effect of this Searching test was as much 
visible in the prisoner asin anyone else.

The Nemesis of the accused man was created 
by himself. 

Yesterday the chief witness for the defense 
was the defendant’s sure condemnation. To- 
day the expert witness for the defense 
failed to strengthen his case. Granting the 
truth ot theaccident theory, it proved him a 
fool, whose folly was great enough to almost 
deserve hanging. 

Again the hypodermic syringe was brought 
into court indirectly. Strive as 
the defense may, they cannot get 
away from the springe. By their 
own witness it was proved that the effect of 
ehloroform and morphine on the iungs 
and heart are practically the same. 

Every littic adjunct of a murder rises to meet 
the murderer on his trial. 

The trial thus far has come to this: Every- 
thing points to murder and robbery. Granting 
the truth of the theory of the defense, 
the cruelty, lack of feeling and 
utter want of decency and moral principle dis- 
played by the prisoner under the circum- 
stances brands him as an object of contempt 
and disgust—the nesrest thing to a murderer.

There 
were present at the time, 1 Circuit At- 
torney Clover, John F. Ryan, 8 rintendent 
of the Morgue, and a few casual vig sitors to the 
cemetery, Doctors Brokaw, Jr., Prewitt, 
Dean and Professor of Surgery 
of the Missouri Medical College, 
and Coroner Nidelet. These last three pro- 
fessional gentlemen made an amputation of 
‘the parts alleged to have been affected and 
brought them to the city with shane: On the 
same day inthe Morgue they made an investi- 
gation of the parts, which were cutopen and 
thoroughly examined.

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ANARCHISTS’ OPINION OF . THE CHABGES 
THEM. 


Herr Most—The Trial of the Indicted An- 
Curcaco, May 8.—The indictment of the 
anarchist Oscar Neebe, who was arrested last 


upon information furnished by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frank Walker, who, while 
seated in Frank Hetuz’s saloon on Monday 
evening preceding the riot neard Neebe say, 
after referring to the Blackroad riot: ‘‘Frank, 
this paper is wet yet [meaning the revenge 
circulam, but the streets will be wet with 
blood to-morrow.’’ The first day of their 
session the jurors devoted considerable time 
to Neebe’s case, and his arrest was 
therefore no great surprise. Neebe was 
in bed when the officers entered ‘this room 
last night. When told that he was wanted on 
a charge of murder he submitged quietly, 
merely saying that if it was in connection 
with the Haymarket affair he was prepared to 
prove an alibi. The State’s Attorney says that 
several persons who were on the list of in- 
dictments have not yet been apprehended. 
There are probably three or four men who 
have been indicted for conspiracy. They are 
said to have been present at a West Lake 
street meeting on the evening preceding the 
bomb-throwing. The charge against George 
Engel is that he was one of the band present 
and one of the chief plotters. After Louis 
Lingg and Engel were taken to the County 
Jail yesterday afternoon, a Deputy 
Sherif! went through the formality 
of serving warrants for murder on Spies, 
Fielden, Schwab, Fischer, Engel and Lingg. 
It is thought that Capt. Schaak has succeeded 
in securing information from some anarchists. 
The fact that Gustaf Lehman, who has been 
under arrest for a week, has not applied to the 
attorneys who are handling the cases of all 
the other prisoners would show that he is the 
informer. Anarchist August Spies was seen 
in the County Jail last night, and upon being 
asked what he thought of his case now, said; 
ALL A HOAX. 

‘*IT don’t think anything about it, excepting 
as a hoax, and I think the capitalistic papers 
ought to be suppressed. If it will do the cap- 
italists any good I am satisfied to let them 
hang me now. My sentiments in the past, so 
freely expressed, are less incendiary than 
those of the capitalistic press since the recent 
labor troubles began. You must know that I 
didn’t care for my life. They may take my 


life and they may take the lives of any of my 
friends, but revolution no man can hold down, 
and if revolution breaks out you will not be 
able to yaw ye it. See the great French rev- 
olution and other revolutions. Revolutions 
— over human laws and human beings and 

uman power. So we don’t care for human 
beings and human power. We don’t care for 
1 Every revolution has its great sac- 
rifice and if you want to take my life you can 
do it. Idid not throwthe bomb. Iam sure 
that oné of the capitalists threw the bomb in 
order to get rid of us,in order to have a chance 
to jump on us.’’ 

Spies further said if he is hung it will only 
demonstrate what he has always maintained— 
that the laws.and constitution are worthless. 

Sam Fielden said he wüs not guilty, but he 
would not be surprised if the lice trumped 
up a lot ot evidence against him. Sigmund 
Sceilser, one of the attorneys for the anarch- 
ists, briefly outlines the present intentions of 
the defense as follows: 

THE DEFENSE. 

For Spies, Fielden, Schwab and Fischer, 
total denials as to any kuowledge of conspir- 
acy will be entered. I have not yet talked 
with the other prisoners. The man who threw 
that bomb is unknown to anybody in this 
world except himself. He is not only unknown 
to the. prosecution, but to the anarchists 
themselves. The latter will admit thatif 
bombs were in their 1 they were pre- 
pared for a time in the future, when a condi- 
tion of social revolt would render their use 
legitimate as in warfare. There was no inten- 
tion to make any such demonstration on that 
night, as shown inthe words of Parsons, 
‘not now.’ The man who threw the bomb was 
a crank and acted independently.

THE SIXTEENTH AMENDMEDRT. 

The House Judiciary Committee has 
proposed as a yoke-fellow to the Thir- 
teenth Amendment prohibiting slavery, 
a Sixteenth Amendment prohibiting the 
twin relic,” polygamy, and authorizing 
Congressional legislation for the suppres- 
sion of the same anywhere within the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 

The power of Congress to suppress polyg- 
amy anywhere in the United States 
territory outside of State jurisdiction is 
already ample, but any State now has the 
power to legalize and maintain polygamy. 
The hope of founding one or more polyg- 
amous States and fixing the ecclesiastical 
government of the Mormon hierarchy 
upon the firm foundation of State auton- 
omy has been the incentive of the Mormon 
migration to Utah and of all their 
proselyting and recruiting operations, 
since. So long as the way is open 
for the formation of a group 
of States, republicanin form, but ruled 
in fact by the higher law of a despotic 
theocracy, with a tempting prospect of po- 
litical power and aggrandizement ahead, 
just so long will polygamy continue to be 
aggressive and defiant,an organized resist- 
ance to the authority of the Nation over 
its Territories, and a menace to the peace 
and perpetuity of the Union. But the 
adoption of a constitutional barrier to the 
admission or toleration of a polygamous 
State would destroy polygamy as effectu- 
ally as the Thirteenth Amendment de- 
stfoyed slavery, and Mormonism would 
thenceforward have no choice but to fall 
into line with other religions in obedience 
to the laws of the land, abandoning all 
its schemes for controlling States and fol- 
lowing in the political footsteps of the 
extinct Slave Power. 

This is the theory of the amendment 
proposed unanimously by the Democrats 
and Republicans of the House Judiciary 
Committee. The new power it delegates 
to Congress is carefully restricted to di- 
rect action against polygamy, leaving the 
jurisdiction of the States over the mar- 
riage relation in all other respects un- 
changed. The unanimity of the commit- 
tee indicates that this amendment will be 
proposed by the required two-thirds of 
both houses, and most probably be ratified 
by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
States. At present there is no symptom 
of opposition to its adoption.

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ENTERPRISING property-holders on Lin- 
dell avenue are asking for the improve- 
ment of that avenue on terms very ad- 
vantageous to the city. The opposition in 
the Municipal Assembly seems to come 
partly from the representatives of prop- 
erty in litigation, and partly from the in- 
terests that adhere tothe stupid policy of 
restricting improvement to the old limits.

MISSOURI JUSTICE. 


Scandalized by Thimble-Rigging the Crim- 
inal Code to Suit Officers of the Law. 


From the New York Times. 

Since the Ford boys’’ were employed by 
the authorities of Missouri to rid the State of 
the ‘‘James boys’’ and promised immunity 
for any crimes they might find it necessary to 
commit in the fulfillment of that mission, the 
administration of justice in that State has 
been ofa breezy unconventionality. The ap- 
pearance of a detective as a witness in the 
trial of Maxwell and the story the detective 
tells on the stand are evidences of the disre- 
gard for tradition and for statute law which 
mark the attempts made in Missouri to secure 
substantial justice. 

The detective’s own story is that he got into 
jailin order gain tha contidenceof Max- 
well and worm his guilty secret out of him, 
under pretense of having committed a forgery. 
But in fact there was no pretense about it. 
He did go to a bank and present for payment 
aforged check, knowing it to beforged. A 
detective was present by concert to arrest 
him, and he says that he did not mean to get 
the money on the check he presented. But 
he was engaged all the same in uttering forged 
paper, and an indictment was found against 
him by a Grand-jury, upon which he was 
locked up in default of bail. It does not ap- 
pear that the Grand- jury were in the secret of 
this fraud upon justice which they were 
engaged in committing, but the Public Prose- 
cutor was and made use of the forms of crim- 
inal justice in orderto get his spy into a po- 
sition in which he could watch Maxwell with- 
out being suspected. 

Aa interesting question is raised as to the 
permissible limit of crime to which detectives 
may goin order to catch criminals. In the 
James case it seems to be practically the law 
of Missouri that a murder may be committed 
in order to rid the community of a robber, if, 
in the judgment of the Governor, the robber 
is a more dangerous character than the mur- 
derer. It is true that James’ operations in- 
cluded murder as well as robbery, but the 
sanctity of human life was not so much con- 
sidered in his case as the sanctity of property, 
as his own trregular execution shows. He 
was killed in order to reduce the risks of bank 
ing in Missouri and the adjoining States. In 
the Maxwell case, again, the sanctity of 
human life is held to be more inviolable than 
the sanctity of property. The agent of the 
State is not a murderer, but a forger, who pre- 
sents forged checks and is indicted for pre- 
senting them in a merry jest for the purpose 
of getting evidence against a murderer. The 
question seems to be decided by public senti- 
ment. We may have in turn a detective com- 
mitting embezzlement for the purpose of con- 
vioting an incendiary or committing arson for 
the purpose of convicting an embezzier, as 
arson or embezzlement seems to be the more 
dangerous crime. 

The effect upon the public mind of this 
method of thimble-rigging the Criminal Code 
to suit the purposes of the publig prosecutors 
need scarcely be pointed out. It is obvious 
how deep a respect for the law and its minis- 
ters itis calculated to inspire. But, apart 
from this, it is very questionable how far itis 
likely to attain the ends of justice in the par- 
ticular cases in which the criminal law is per- 
verted or violated in order to obtain a convic- 
tion or the removal of obnoxious persons 
without trial. A. detective is not, 
as a rule, a person of scrupulous 
morality. The methods he commoniy 
uses, even when they are not unlawful, render 
it out of the question that he should be. A 
person capabie of playing forger in order to 
get himself into jail and of engaging to suborn

New York, May 28.—Mises Francis Folsom, 
bride-elect of the President of the United 
States, her mother, Mrs. Folsom, and her 
uncle, Mr. Benjamin Folsom, arrived In the 
port of New York last night. They came com- 
paratively unannounced, but not by any 
means unwelcomed. There was a revenue 
cutter to meet them, and they 
were transferred from the Red Star 
Steamer Nordland to the revenue cut- 
ter with the shrill salutes of steam 
whistles and waving of hats and handker- 
chiefs quite unusual at so late an hour of the 
night, and indeed at any hour, 
point where the transfer took place. The 
Nordland was due from Antwerp, 80 
cording to al calculations, on Wednes- 
day, and Dan Lamont, who was in 
town, was more or less agitated, though it 
was apparent to any one knowing his sqcret, 
and mighty few knew , that he was suppress- 
ingand controlling ‘‘a French calm’’ of the 
most agitated and significant sort.

LINDELL BOULEVARD. 


THE SECRET OF THE OPPOSITION TO ITS 
IMPROVEMENT. - 


Monroe R. Collins, Jr., and His Motives— 
History of a Neglected Avenue—Plan of 
Improvement Proposed — Paducah Iron 
Conglomerate to Be Used-—Peter L. Foy 
on the Subject. 


There is pending in the Municipal Assembly 
a bill to appropriate $12,000 for the improve- 
ment of Lindell avenue. It is preliminary toa 
further bill forthe paving of the same thor- 
oughfare. Every man, woman and child who 
has ever followed the tail of a horse to 
Forest Park will receive this as welcome 
news. The avenue is the only road 
to the park ‘that has deen found 
convenient and passable; it is the only road 
that has been in fair condition at all seasons 
ofthe year; it has been the only road on which 
the festive inhabitant has deigned to swallow 
clouds of dust in sunny summer weather. Had 
it not been that the park lay at the other end 
it would have been no road at all. And as the 
end of its existence is to reach the park, the ne- 
cessity of its being worthy of that end has been 
impressed upon those gentlemen who own the 
property bordering onthe avenue. They have 
combined and confederated for that end; they 
have formulated views regarding the mode of 
reaching it; they have won the sympathy of 
the municipal authorities to their plans; the 
are moving upon the ae Assembly wit 
all the Dbiandishments of unimpeachable 
argument. 

n the pro-Scheme-and-Charter period—be- 
fore the village of St. Louis evoluted tothe 
city and ewallowed territory enough to make 
it the largest city in America—the County 
Court, then the supreme authority on all mat- 
ters relating to dirt-road construction, ex- 
pended some money in imperfectly grading 
that road which is now known as Lindell ave- 
nue, and near what is now Boyle avenue, an 
intersecting street, there are traces of mac- 
adam laid by these County Court forefathers 
ofthe present city.
